SUBSTANCE OF INTERVIEW DESCRIBING THE GENERAL NATURE OF WHAT WAS DISCUSSED: 

The examiner contacted Mr. Pitlick to inform him that the application would be in condition for allowance if claim 17 were amended 
by deleting "diazo components" and inserting -diazotized aminoarylsulfonic acid-. The amendment is necessary because "diazo 
components" does not have proper antecedent basis in claim 7. Mr Pitlick said that "diazo components" should be replaced with 
"at least one diazotized aminoarylsulfonic acid" since there can be more than one diazotized aminoarylsulfonic acid. It was agreed 
that claim 17 would be amended by deleting "diazo components" and inserting -at least one diazotized aminoarylsulfonic acid- by 
examiner's amendment.
